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To provide an overview of the performance /of Hbw^d Community 
College students at transfer institutions, primarily within the 
state of Maryland. This is an interim report presenting ' the 
prelimiryary findings of two major research projects which are still 
underway. 

More specifically, the purpose of this and. two subseciuent projects 
is to examine closely four important _ factors related to the 
transfer success of Howard Community Cbl lege .Students. These 
are: (1) earning, an A. A. degree from Howard Cdmmuh i ty Col lege, 
(2) enrollment in la community college transfer program,. (3) length 
of time spent at Howard Comrftunity College, and (4) academic 
preparation and achievement at the time of community college entry. 

Data were provided by the -Warylahd. State Board for Community 
Colleges_ (SBCC), the Maryland'*State College Infbrmatjph Center,, and 
the state colleges and universi t ies^ which detail^ed grade point 
averages for groups of former Howard Community Cdl lege students who 
have transferred.

Howard Commanity College pTepares i-ts students well for transfer to

Preliminary findings Indicate that Howard Community College 
graduates are mnr^ successful than non-graduates at tt|p University 
of Maryland In Cbllege Park.

I. iNTRoeueTieN. 

The purpose of this research report is to provide a prel imiriary overview 
of the quality of Howard eommunity College's preparation of its transfer 
CLirrieula students for academic success ir^ four-yew institutions, 
prinirily within the state of Maryllincf. This i$ a loncj-term , project 
requiring more detailed information from ^ the four-year instrttitions as 
well as completion of a major study still underway (see d iscussion of the 
1982 Entrants Study below). T^e eorV^eht report will artt^pt to clarify 
some of the issues and present some preliminary hypoth^« and supporting 
data. 

li. HYPbtHESIS AND ISSUES 

The guiding research hypothesis for this and the two subsequent studies 
is'that there are at least four impbrtaht factors related ho the transfer 
success of Howard Cdntnunity College students which should be examined in 
detail. These are: (1) earning ah *A. A. degree from Howard GorJlmun ity 
College; (2) enrol Imeht in a cbmmuhity cbl lege transfer program; (3) 
length of time spent at Howard Cbmmuhity Cbl lege; and (4) acacfeniic 
preparation and achievemeht at the time bf cb^uhity ebl lege entry.

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Tables. MI, iV-, V and VI show Howard Community College transfer students' 
accomplishments, in grade Rdiht averages and/or academic standing at , the 
University of Maryland Baltimore County (III). Towson State Uhive^sit^ 
(IV), the Univejfsity of Baltimore (V), .and Frostburg St>jte College (VI). 

Table VII^ is a first attempt at Showing s^me of the differences ^in 
transfer student^' aehieverrierits at four-year institutions depending oh 
some of the fo.ur factors under examination in this rStudy. Table VII 
shows a difference in grade point average as well as^in %ho percent in 
good standing ^mong ^ur jjroups of Howard Comma n»i ty CoHogc" transfer 
Students: (1) students with fewer than 50 credits transferred from 
Howard 'community Collie, (2) students with 59 or 'more credits 
transferred, "fs/ Howard Community College 1982 ^ra'^tJ^tes, and' (4) all HCC 
transfer students.- As Table VII shows, the students with fewer than 5(| 
credits have the lowest GPA, the group with 50 or more credfts have -a 
somewhat Higher GPA, and the 1982 graduates havt; the highest CPA 
(^.792).

Tables V, ahd'IX sho§ a similar relationship for Howkrud Conftiunity College 
transfer students at the /University 'of Baltimore, although in a different 
way. university of Baltimore students have, by .far the highest grade 
point average of -HCC transfer 'students.

A, fourth factor though, to be related to transfer success, is students' 
level of academic preparation and achievement at the time they enter 
Howard^ CommUhity College. The 1982. Entrants Fo 1 low-Up Study, tiOw in _ 
progress, will be the first major attempt to take" this important variable ' 
•into account in measuring the transfer Success of Howard Community 
College .students. Examples of whai may be learned from this study: 
include a possible exception to the major hypothesis. It' is pdss.ible, 
for example, that a certain group of academacally mature and capable 
students transfer garly and do well because they require very little 
community college preparation; these students may leave Hov^ard Community 
Gollege when they have accomplished their own individual goals, often 
with advice from faculty or counselors. At' the other end of the 
spectrum, students who enter Howard at the developmental level (they are 
required to .take pre-col lege level dev^elopmental courses before entering 
the first college courses), may be totalTy uriprjpared for transfer unless 
they complete an A. A. degree in a transfer curriculum.
